Priming the Food Conference 

The National Voice states that the 
Food Conference recently held at Hot 
Springs, Va., started ‘out with 2,400 
pints of various kinds of liquor. 
There were fifty cases of Scotch, 
twenty cases-of Bourbon, ten cases of 
rye, ten cases of gin, six cases of Ver- 
mouth, two cases of brandy, and two 
of assorted cocktails. Additional to 
this, each delegate and attache could 
bring an extra gallon. There at the 
Homestead Hotel representatives from 
forty-three foreign countries met for 
scientific study of the food situation. 
Do you remember that certain high 
officials of Washington were “up in 
the air” because newsmen and other 
representatives were not allowed to 
sit in on this conference? It is quite 
easy to see why newsmen were not 
wanted in this conference. It was not 
a food conference alone, looks like 
they had the “drinks” also. A timely 
example, huh? If a serious impression 
is to be made on the public, it is time 
for prominent and important officials 
to be of a “serious” mind first. 


Churches Show Record Membership 
Gain 

NEW YORK (RNS)—Church mem- 
bership in the United States has in- 
creased by nearly 3,000,000 persons 
since 1941—tthe largest gain ever re- 
ported in any religious census or com- 
pilation, according to the Yearbook 
of American Churches, just published 
here under the auspices of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. 

The current grand total of 67,327,- 
719 church members, as compared 
with 64,501,594 in 1941 raises church 
membership figures to 50.3 per cent 
of the total population, the highest 
percentage ever recorded. An all-time 
high in the number of religious bodies 
is also reported: 256 in 1943 as against 
250 in 1941. 

Total membership for all Protestant 
churches is listed at 38,502,067; for 
the Roman Catholic Church, 22,945,- 
247, and for Jewish congregations, 4,- 
641,184. 

Among Protestant denominations, 
the Methodist Church is highest with 
6,640,424 members, and the Southern 
Baptist Convention next with 5,367,- 
129. 

Other membership listing are: Na- 
tional Baptist Convention, U.S.A., 3,- 
911,612; Protestant Episcopal Church, 
2.074,178; Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A., 1,986,257; United Lutheran 
Church, 1,709,290, and Eastern Ortho- 
dox Churches, 1,158,635. 

Ninety-seven per cent of the church 
members in the continental United 
States are included in fifty-two reli- 
gious bodies with 50,000 or more mem- 
bers. The remaining three per cent 
are affiliated with the 204 smaller 
bodies. Church members thirteen 
years of age and over were 54,890,044 
persons, or more than 81 per cent of 
the total of 6,732,719 members. In 
1941, the number of members thirteen 
years of age and over was 52,405,659. 


National Significance 


Nearly 14,000,000,000 gallons of al- 
coholic beverages were consumed in 
the United States from April, 1933, to 
August, 1941, at a cost of more than 
$23,000,000,000. 

The United States public spent over 
$4,000,000,000 for alcoholic beverages 
in 1941. 

There was an increase of 39 per cent 
in the consumption of hard liquor in 
this country from January, 1942, to 
March, 1942, over the same period for 
1941. Illinois had a 46 per cent increase 
for this period. 

The sale of beer has increased ap- 
proximately 500,000 barrels a month 
since January, 1942. 

Consumption of alcoholic beverages 
in Washington, D. C., is higher per 
capita than in any other city in the 
United States—almost 22 gallons per 
person in 1941. 

In 1941 the country spent $25,000,- 
000,000 on liquor, gambling and 
crime—$9,000,000,000 more than was 
spent for all education, dairy and 
meat products, automobiles, motion 
pictures, church and religious pur- 
poses for the same period. 

Three million tons of food materials 
(grain, sugar, molasses, etc.), were 
used by the brewers and distillers in 
1941. Nearly 500,000 persons were em- 
ployed in the alcoholic beverage bus- 
iness. 

The brewers, distillers and wine 
makers spend $28,000,000 annually for 
advertising. 

Approximately 60 per cent of all 
motion pictures reflect propaganda 
favorable to the use of alcoholic bev- 
erages. More than 170,000,000 persons 
attend the movies each week in the 
United States. 

There are over 400,000 retail liquor 
dealers in the United States. Illinois 
has about 22,000 such dealers and 
nearly one-half of them operate in 
Cook County. 

Federal agents average 25,000 ar- 
rests a year for liquor law violations 
and destroy about 1,000 stills a month. 

An estimated 3,000,000,000 gallons 
of illegal whiskey were sold from 1933 
to 1941. 

In ten months of 1939, approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 gallons of hard li- 
quor were sold by wholesalers in eight 
states to Mississippi bootleggers alone. 
During 1939, a Maryland concern sold 
$1,200,000 worth of liquor to North 
Carolina and Virginia bootleggers. 

A member of the New York State 
Department of Health estimates that 
there are at least 1,000,000 chronic al- 
coholics in the United States (Decem- 
ber, 1940). 

Arrests for drunkenness increased 
106 per cent from 1932 to 1941. Arrests 
for driving while intoxicated increased 
99 per cent for the same period.

Goliathian Tragedy 


Writing under the topic of “God 
Bless America—America Bless God,” 
Rev. C. A. Cooper makes the follow- 


ing startling disclosures about riot 
and drink: 

“How can God further bless Amer- 
ica in the face of the brazen liquor 
traffic? We have 412,700 saloons with 
bars and brass rails and more than 
700,000 retail outlets, or about one 
for every thirty adults. In one state 
there is a saloon for every fifty-three 
persons including non-drinkers and 
babies. There is a liquor license for 
every 267 persons and a barroom for 
every seventy-one homes. America is 
fast becoming a liquor-soaked nation, 
a nation of drunkards. One million 
new addicts will be made this year, 
one-third of which will be under 
twenty-one years of age. Sixty-two 
per cent of American youths between 
sixteen and twenty-four are drinkers. 
There are 1,350,000 barmaids in 
“Christian” America. An ad appeared 
in the Boston Expositor—“Wanted, a 
Christian girl to serve as barmaid.” 
Such affrontery is a personal insult 
to every Christian girl in the land. 
Alcoholic mental disorders cost $187,- 
000,006 annually. Up to forty per cent 
of all mental cases are alcoholics. 
Last year the 486 breweries in Amer- 
ica destroyed 15,000,000 tons of grains, 
1,000,000 tons of fruits, 70,000 tons of 
sugars, 4,000,000 gallons molasses. The 
occasion of this sabotage added up to 
a five years’ supply of alcohol, be- 
sides the consumption of 2,100,000,000 
gallons of intoxicants, and proved an 
economic loss to the nation of over 
$5,000,000,000 through liquor-bred ac- 
cidents, loss of manhours, absentee- 
ism, etc., besides the “usual” $10,000,- 
000 daily liquor bill. 


During the first year of repeal, milk 
consumption dropped _ 37,000,000 
quarts, the second year 59,000,000 and 
the third year 69,000,000. In 1938 the 
average family spent $84.88 for liquor 
and only $40.68 for milk. The dispar- 
ity has increased many fold since. 


In contrast with present figures, 
the 18th Amendment padlocked 177,- 
790 saloons, 1,754 breweries and dis- 
tilleries, which in turn decreased the 
death rate from alcoholism 42 per 
cent, insanity 66 per cent, drunken- 
ness 70 per cent, crime 54 per cent 
(U. S. Court of Records). Consequent- 
ly 97 of the 98 Keeley Cure Institutes 
and all the Neal Cure Hospitals were 
closed. AMERICA, up in arms against 
this SABOTEUR of home, church and 
nation. 


Before France fell she had 477,000 
drink shops and a 17% quarts con- 
sumption of absolute alcohol per per- 
son per year. We have 700,000 liquor 
joints and one of our states a per 
capita consumption of 23.5 gallons of 
intoxicants. 


Only a return to the “Faith of our 
Fathers” from the debauchery of our 
times will witness God’s blessing upon 
America and the lifting of the curse 
of liquor lawlessness, blighted youth, 
corrupted womanhood, carnage and 
‘war.

Text, “Blessed is the nation whose 
God is the Lord, and the people whom 
he has chosen for his own inheri- 
tance,” Psa. 33:12. 


God has blessed America—a very 
fruitful land—a people blessed with 
intelligence, liberty, and Christian 
faith. The history of America reflects 
continually the direction of God. Ev- 
eryone is blessed to live in such a 
goodly country, with its beautiful and 
wortny institutions. Its citizens serve 
and praise patriotically an equitable 
government; and they have reason to 
be proud of its glorious flag that waves 
as an emblem of the liberties, vic- 
tories, freedoms, and deliverance to its 
people. All Americans are not Chris- 
tian men. Tney have their defects 
and sins; yet there is still wonderful 
progress, growth, and development in 
philanthropy, education, citizensnip, 
and civic righteousness. Tne love of 
liberty and independence has placed 
our nation high among the nations of 
the earth. We have a vast domain, of 
which we may well feel proud, and a 
national spirit, wnich represents love 
of freedom and sympathy for the op- 
pressed who are struggling for liberty 
and justice in all lands. Even in this 
global war in which we are now en- 
gaged, there is paramount among us 
the ideal, not of conquering other 
lands for our possessions, but the set- 
ting at liberty of struggling and op- 
pressed humanity. This whole-hearted 
desire to prove a blessing to other na- 
tions welds our hearts together in this 
great conflict. 

Independence Day 

July 4 is observed as a national holi- 
day throughout the United States by 
the American people, commemorating 
the anniversary date of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence on 
July 4, 1776, at Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence is today still an outstanding mas- 
terpiece. On June 10, 1776, Thomas 
Jefferson, of Virginia; John Adams, of 
Massachusetts; Benjamin Franklin, of 
Pennsylvania; Roger Sherman, of 
Connecticut, and Robert R. Livingston, 
of New York, were appointed as a 
committee to draw up a form of decla- 
ration. The task for writing it was 
assigned to Jefferson. Some para- 
graphs were deleted by the Committee 
and by Congress, but in the main it is 
in Jefferson’s language. He wished 
that this article should not soon be 
forgotten, and today we know that the 
world will never forget the instrument 
that begins: 

“When, in the Course of human 
events, it becomes necessarv for one 
people to dissolve the political bands 
which have connected them with an- 
other, and to assume among the pow- 
ers of the earth a separate and equal 
station to which the Laws of Nature 
and Nature’s God entitle them, a de- 
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cent respect to the opinions of man- 
kind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the 
separation.” 

The second paragraph begins: 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Crea- 
tor with certain inalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty, 
and the Pursuit of Happiness. That 
to secure these rights, Governments 
are instituted among Men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed; that, whenever any 
Form of government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the Right of 
the People to alter or to abolish it, and 
to institute new Government, laying 
its foundation on such principles and 
organizing its powers in such form as 
to them shall seem most likely to ef- 
fect their Safety and Happiness.”

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Lack of space will not permit me to 
give the entire Declaration, but may I 
suggest that you read it again. It em- 
bodies much and covers fully the rea- 
sons for establishing our,nation. One 
thing is particularly worthy of notice, 
and that is, The fact that from the 
very: first paragraph to the last para- 
graph God is fully recognized. The 
last sentence reads, “And for the sup- 
port of this Declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes, 
and our sacred Honor.” 

There is a blessing pronounced on 
the nation whose God is the Lord. Up 
to the year 1776 the European powers 
seemed to use their colonies for what 
they could get out of them. England 
was using India to enrich herself. She 
was using her American colonies to 
enrich herself. Our fathers fought, not 
only for the principle that government 
should rest on the consent of the gov- 





erned but also for the principle that 
government should be for the benefit 
of the governed; and the success of 
the American Revolution brought 
about a change in England’s colonial 
policy. She changed her whole aspect 
toward her colonies, for considerably 
over half a century she has been ad- 
ministering her colonies more in the 
interest and for the benefit of the 
colonies themselves, and she has been 
growing rich by the process. 

Our forefathers believed in a great 
principle—government for the benefit 
of the governed. They declared their 
belief in it and appealed to the moral 
judgment of mankind and the favor of 
Almighty God for its support. Man- 
kind said, “It is right”; and the ap- 
peal to the sense of right wrought the 
reformation. This is the reason why 
“one with God is in the majority.” 

A child can move a lever that will 
set an engine at work that carries 10,- 
000 horsepower. Likewise a single mor- 
al reformer with a clear vision of the 
truth and a deep faith in the dormant

Independence and Liberty Requires 
Submission and Obedience 

Contrary to the opinions of some 
that independence and liberty means 
unrestricted freedom to believe and do 
as one may please, liberty and inde- 
pendence require submission and obe- 
dience to have true independence and 
true liberty. Law is everywhere; in 
fact, nothing is outside of law. While 
God is love, God is also law, for the 
entire heavens and ali the universe 
is timed by an infinite hand. We can 
never escape law. Science shows us 
that the law of gravitation binds the 
molecules of the smallest atom to- 
gether, as well as the planets in their 
various spheres. 

We are told that chemical laws in 
the remotest burning sun are the laws 
we employ in our laboratories. Law is 
universal. It is absolute, uniform, is 
never set aside. Although sometimes 
violated, it is never overturned, de- 
stroyed, or truly nullified. We may ex- 
press it this way: Law is an expres- 
sion of the will of the superior who has 
power, or is supposed to have power to 
enforce that will on others. If he has 
no such authority, his will is not law. 
A doctor visiting a sick child, may say, 
“You have been working too hard, 
sleeping too little. You ought to go to 
bed every night at eight o’clock.” That 
is advice; but when the father says, 
“My child, you heard what the doctor 
said, and you must go to bed every 
night at eight o’clock,” that is not ad- 
vice; that is law. The father is sup- 
posed to have authority to enforce it. 

Our statesmen said that we should 
conserve gasoline. This, however, was 
not law until it was ordered by our 
Government that individuals consume 
only limited amounts. That is law, 
and you can readily see that the vic- 
tories, the liberties, and the independ- 
ence for which the Allies are strug- 
gling call for obedience to laws of con- 
servation. This is, of course, only an 
insignificant part of. the great cost of 
independence, liberty and victory. 

It is estimated that the cost of this 
war is approximately $50,000 for every

God is the Lord,” Psalms 33:12. 


INTRODUCTION 
Y actual experience and by obser- 
vation during such times of ex- 
perimental trials and testings, the 
Psalmist was in good position to ex- 
claim the blessedness of having the 
true and living God 
as Lord and head of 
the nation of Israel. 
Certainly the fal- 
lacy of idol gods and 
their entire help- 
lessness had been 
revealed to Israel 
again and again. 
Not only was the 
history of the Israel- 
itish nation stud- 
ded with brilliant 
victories attributed 
to Jehovah, but the 
history of the 
Church has radiated 
with the brilliancy 
of the triumph of 
the cross of Jesus 
Christ. 
Pursuit 

The Word of God 
had provided record 
of divine help and 
deliverance in time 
of trouble and 
whether in times of 
the Old Testament 
or in those times 
this side of Calvary, 
there have always 
been those who 
have experienced 
the blessedness of serving God. Be- 
cause this is true, and that there was 
oppression and bondage in Europe and 
England, both politically and spiri- 
tually, those early pilgrims to the 
shores of the United States came for 
freedom and refuge. In search of re- 
ligious liberty and freedom, weary 
pilgrims approached the boundaries 
of our great virgin country to estab- 
lish for themselves such religious and 
political opportunities as they longed 
to have as their own. To accomplish 
a full realization of this religious 
freedom and political security 

The Declaration of Independence 
Was a grave necessity. Therefore, to 
obtain and to perpetuate such privi- 
leges of human freedom and of re- 
ligion, thought and happiness for 
home and state, there was a gradual 
shift from primary economic policy to 
that of a general drift toward inde- 
pendence, though somewhat uninten- 
tional until near the close of 1775. 
North Carolina was the first colony 
to give official countenance to sep- 
aration as a _ solution of colonial 
grievances. This was done April 12, 
1776, by authorizing its delegates in 
Congress to join with others in an 
effort to bring the declaration to an 
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end. Virginia was the first colony to 
instruct its delegates to the actual 
initiative, and in accordance with 
such instructions, on May 15 voted to 
that end. Richard Henry Lee, on June 
7, moved a resolution “that these 
United Colonies are, and of right 
ought to be, free and independent 
States.” John Adams of Massachusetts 
seconded the motion, and though 
there were those who contended the 
public was not ready for such a move, 
it remained that a committee was ap- 
pointed for further consideration of 
a resolution for presentation to Con- 
gress. 

This committee consisted of Thomas 
Jefferson, John Adams, Benjamin 
Franklin, Roger Sherman and Robert 
R. Livingston. Jefferson was respon- 
sible for the actual preparation of the 
“resolution” of declaration of inde- 
pendence which was submitted to 
Congress on July 2 and which was 
adopted by a vote of twelve states, ten 
of which voted unanimously. “Con- 
gress adopted the resolution of inde- 
pendence; and on the 4th, Jefferson’s 
Declaration.” The 4th has always 
been the day celebrated, the decisive 
act of the 2nd being quite forgotten 
in the memory of the day on which 
that act was published to the world. 
“Independence Day” is a holiday in 
all the United States and territories 
of the United States. 

Its Meaning 
Was a declaration of those principles 
for which states adopting it believed 
and desired to put into practice as a 
safeguard to our nation. Not only is 
this true so far as the nation is con- 
cerned, but it is equally true relative 
to the well being of each individual 
constituent of this country. The right 
of trial by jury is one of the out- 
standing features of the Constitution 
which has given insurance of fair- 
ness to the accused. Even those Ger- 
mans which landed last year for the 
purpose of sabotage in our industries 
were allowed days of legal cavil in 
which it looked like we couldn’t even 
try an “invader” in time of war, be- 
cause we were so determined to be 
fair with those who were either legal- 
ly or illegally found within our bor- 
ders of jurisdiction. Such provision, 
while providing safety and protec- 
tion to its constituents, can by lack 
of strictness to protect this freedom 
from injustice, do much harm by neg- 
ligence under the guise of pretended 
liberty of rights. What, however, has 
meant most to our nation and to each 
individual comprising this great com- 
monwealth, is not the right of trial 
by jury alone, but the right to wor- 
ship God according to the dictates of 
our own conscience. While not guaran- 
teed under all circumstances, it is a 
thing lawfully within our right of ex- 
ercise under reasonable and properly 
provided conditions and_ circum- 
stances. Because of our religious lib- 


erties the ministry of Christ has been 
more bold to effect the goSpel under 
varied circumstances, realizing not 
only the opportunity of the gospel but 
the right to live and to preach it. 


Our True Greatness 


Came as a result of the deep-rooted 
religious conviction and experience of 
the forefathers of our nation. So deep- 
ly embedded was religion as a moral 
and spiritual force within our family 
circle that it was markedly manifest 
in public relations and courts of law. 
Therefore, under God this nation be- 
came great; the deep emotion of the 
Holy Spirit which permeated the pa- 
rental heart and no less much of those 
of public life, reflected Christian priv- 
ileges and opportunities to an appre- 
ciable and noted extent. We must 
not, however, overlook the fact that 
no nation is right of itself alone. Lest 
we forget that those principles for 
which our nation has labored and de- 
sired, we will do well to remember 
that our nation has been engaged in 
many great wars. War was the price 
paid for our great freedom, which 
has all the while been maintained by 
defense of arms. In this present con- 
flagration of bloodshed and disaster, 
our nation is pledged to the great 
task of ridding ourselves and our al- 
lies of encroachment and trespass of 
wicked men and their deceptive de- 
vices. Difficult though the task may 
be, it remains that freedom and re- 
ligious liberty is, after all, all that is 
worth while. 

The 4th of July has been marked 
by many great celebrations of our 
great democracy and religious rights. 
It has also been a great day in wars 
of the past. In 1861, July 4 was the 
first day of the extra session of Con- 
gress, with eight states represented. 
On July 4, 1863, Vicksburg surrendered 
to General Grant. The Federal forces 
also won at Gettysburg on July 4. July 
4, 1864, Grant was driving Lee back 
On July 4, 1898, we were notified that 
Cervera’s entire Spanish fleet had 
been destroyed off Santiago by the 
United States fleet. On July 4, 1918, 
our forces were very busy driving 
back the Hindenburg line. Our nation 
is more than busy now, but will have 
greater victory to report before the 
4th of July actually rolls around. 

If God 
Had not been on our side, or if we 
had not been on His side we would 
have suffered the fate of bondage and 
hardship. Let me emphasize here, that 
unless God guides us as a nation, and 
unless we make room for God in our 
present plans of war, and later at the 
peace table, we will have fought this 
war in vain. The divine right must be 
acknowledged, and obeyed. We must 
invoke the guidance of almighty God. 
if we are to be able to insure and to 
perpetuate the blessings of liberty 
and righteousness. Unless we main- 
tain our democracy of freedom and 
government for the people and by 
the people, guided by the hand of God, 
we will have lost all that we profess 
to be fighting for. If this conquest is 
not for the preservation of our God- 
given institutions, then we have no 
purpose in war. If on the other hand, 
through political bickering and laxity 
we allow these institutions to be

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Display and Use of the Flag of the United States 


Mr. HOBBS. Mr. Speaker, I ask unan- 
imous consent to take from the Speak- 
er’s desk House Joint Resolution 359, 
to amend Public Law 623, Seventy- 
seventh Congress, entitled “Joint reso- 
lution to codify and emphasize exist- 
ing rules and customs pertaining to 
the display and use of the flag of the 
United States of America,” with Sen- 
ate amendment thereto and concur in 
the Senate amendment. 

The Clerk read the title of the joint 
resolution. 

The Clerk read the Senate amend- 
ment as follows: 

Strike out all after 
clause and insert: 

“That Public Law No. 623, approved 
June 22, 1942, entitled ‘Joint resolu- 
tion to codify and emphasize existing 
rules and customs pertaining to the 
display and use of the flag of the 
United States of America,’ be, and the 
same is hereby, amended to read as 
follows: 

“‘That the following codification of 
existing rules and customs pertaining 
to the display and use of the flag of 
the United States of America be, and 
it is hereby, established for the use 
of such civilians or civilian groups or 
organizations as may not be required 
to conform with regulations promul- 
gated by one or more executive depart- 
ments of the Government of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“ ‘Sec. 2. (a) It is the universal cus- 
tom to display the flag only from sun- 
rise to sunset on buildings and on sta- 
tionary flagstaffs in the open. How- 
ever, the flag may be displayed at 
night upon special occasions when it 
is desired to produce a patriotic effect. 

““(b) The flag should be hoisted 
briskly and lowered ceremoniously. 

“*(¢) The flag should not be dis- 
played on days when the weather is 
inclement. 

““(q) The flag should be displayed 
on all days when the weather permits, 
especially on New Year’s Day, January 
1; Inauguration Day, January 20; Lin- 
coln’s Birthday, February 12; Wash- 
ington’s Birthday, February 22; Army 
Day, April 6; Easter Sunday (vari- 
able); Mother’s Day, second Sunday 
in May; Memorial Day (half staff until 
noon), May 30; Flag Day, June 14; In- 
dependence Day, July 4; Labor Day, 
first Monday in September; Constitu- 
tion Day, September 17; Columbus 
Day, October 12; Navy Day, October 
27; Armistice Day, November 11; 
Thanksgiving Day, fourth Thursday in 
November; Christmas Day, December 
25; such other days as may be pro- 
claimed by the President of the Unit- 
ed States, the birthdays of States 
(dates of admission); and on State 
holidays. 

“«(e) The flag should be displayed 
daily, weather permitting, on or near 
the main administration building of 
every public institution. 

“*(f) The flag should be displayed 
in or near every polling place on elec- 
tion days.

“*(g) The flag should be displayed 
during school days in or near every 
schoolhouse. 

“Sec. 3. That the flag, when car- 
ried in a procession with another flag 
or flags, should be either on the 
marching right; that is, the flag’s own 
right, or, if there is a line of other 
— in front of the center of that 
ine. 

““(a) The flag should not be dis- 
played on a float in a parade except 
from a staff, or as provided in subsec- 
tion (i). 

“*(b) The flag should not be draped 
over the hood, top, sides, or back of a 
vehicle or of a railroad train or a boat. 
When the flag is displayed on a motor- 
car, the staff shall be fixed firmly to 
the chassis or clamped to the radiator 
cap. 

““(c) No other flag or pennant 
should be placed above or, if on the 








same level, to the right of the flag of 
the United States of America, except 
during church services conducted by 
naval chaplains at sea, when the 
church pennant may be flown above 
the flag during church services for 
the personnel of the Navy. 

“*(q) The flag of the United States 
of America, when it is displayed with 
another flag against a wall from 
crossed staffs, should be on the right, 
the flag’s own right, and its staff 
should be in front of the staff of the 
other flag. 

“‘(e) The flag of the United 
States of America should be at the 
center and at the highest point of the 
group when a number of flags of 
States or localities or pennants of so- 
cieties are grouped and displayed from 
staffs. 

“*(f) When flags of states, cities, 
or localities, or pennants of societies 
are flown on the same halyard with 


the flag of the United States, the lat- 
ter should always be at the peak.When 
the flags are flown from adjacent 
staffs, the flag of the United States 
should be hoisted first and lowered 
last. No such flag or pennant may be 
placed above the flag of the United 
States or to the right of the flag of the 
United States. 

“*(e) When flags of two or more na- 
tions are displayed, they are to be 
flown from separate staffs of the same 
height. The flags should be of approxi- 
mately equal size. International usage 
forbids the display of the flag of one 
nation above that of another nation ¥ 
in time of peace. 

“*(h) When the flag of the United 
States is displayed from a staff pro- 
jecting horizontally or at an angle 
from the window sill, balcony, or front 
of a building, the union of the flag 
should be placed at the peak of the 
staff unless the flag is at half staff. 
When the flag is suspended over a 
sidewalk from a rope extending from 
a house to a pole at the edge of the 
sidewalk, the flag should be hoisted 
out, union first, from the building. 

“*(i) When the flag is displayed 
otherwise than by being flown from a 
staff, it should be displayed flat, 
whether indoors or out, or so suspend- 
ed that its folds fall as free as though 
the flag were staffed. 

““(j) When the flag is displayed 
over the middle of the street, it should 
be suspended vertically with the union 
to the north in an east and west street 
or to the east in a north and south 
street. 

“*(k) When used on a speaker’s 
platform, the flag, if displayed flat, 
should be displayed above and behind 
the speaker. When displayed from a 
staff in a church or public auditorium, 
if it is displayed in the chancel of a 
church, or on the speaker’s platform 
in a public auditorium, the flag should 
occupy the position of honor and be 
placed at the clergyman’s or speaker’s 
right as he faces the congregation or 
audience. Any other flag so displayed 
in the chancel or on the platform 
should be placed at the clergyman’s or 
speaker’s left as he faces the congrega- 
tion or audience. But when the flag is 
displayed from a staff in a church or 
public auditorium elsewhere than in 
the chancel or on the platform it 
shall be placed in the position of 
honor at the right of the congregation 
or audience as they face the chancel @ 
or platform. Any other flag so dis- 
played should be placed on the left of 
the congregation or audience as they 
face the chancel or platform. 

“*(1) The flag should form a dis- 
tinctive feature of the ceremony of 
unveiling a statue or monument, but 
it should never be used as the covering 
for the statue or monument. 

“*(m) The flag, when flown at half 
staff, should be first hoisted to the 
peak for an instant and then lowered 
to the half-staff position. The flag 
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should be again raised to the peak bé- 
fore it is lowered for the day. By “half 
staff” is meant lowering the flag to 
one-half the distance between the top 
and bottom of the staff. Crepe stream- 
ers may be affixed to spearheads or 
flagstaffs in a parade only by order 
of the President of the United States. 

“*(n) When the flag is used to cov- 
er a casket, it should be so placed that 
the union is at the head and over the 
left shoulder. The flag should not be 
lowered into the grave or allowed to 
touch the ground. 

“Sec. 4. That no disrespect should 
be shown to the flag of the United 
States of America, the flag should not 
be dipped to any person or thing. Reg- 
imental colors, State flags, and or- 
ganization or institutional flags are 
to be dipped as a mark of honor. 

“*(a) The flag should never be dis- 
played with the union down save as a 
signal of dire distress. 

““(b) The flag should never touch 
anything beneath it, such as the 
ground, the floor, water, or merchan- 
dise. 

“*(c) The flag should never be car- 
ried flat or horizontally, but always 
aloft and free. 

“*(d) The flag should never be used 
as drapery of any sort whatsoever, 
never festooned, drawn back, nor up, 
in folds, but always allowed to fall 
free. Bunting of blue, white, and red, 
always arranged with the blue above, 
the white in the middle, and the red 
below, should be used for covering a 
speaker’s desk, draping the front of a 
"rr and for decoration in gen- 
eral. 

“(e) The flag should never be fas- 
tened, displayed, used, or stored in 
such a manner as will permit it to 
be easily torn, soiled, or damaged in 
any way. 
“*(f) The flag should never be used 
as a covering for a ceiling. 

“*(e) The flag should never have 
placed upon it, nor on any part of it, 
nor attached to it any mark, insignia, 
letter, word, figure, design, picture, or 
drawing of any nature. 

“*(h) The flag should never be used 
as a receptacle for receiving, holding, 
carrying, or delivering anything. 

“*(j) The flag should never be used 


for advertising purposes in any man- 
ner whatsoever. It should not be em- 
broidered on such articles as cushions 
or handkerchiefs and the like, printed 
or otherwise impressed on paper nap- 
kins or boxes or anything that is de- 
signed for temporary use and discard; 
or used as any portion of a costume or 
athletic uniform. Advertising signs 
should not be fastened to a staff or 
halyard from which the flag is flown. 

“*(j) The flag, when it is in such 
condition that it is no longer a fitting 
emblem for display, should be destroy- 
ed in a dignified way, preferably by 
burning. 

“ ‘Sec. 5. That during the ceremony 
of hoisting or lowering the flag or 
when the flag is passing in a parade 
or in a review, all persons present 
should face the flag, stand at atten- 
tion, and salute. Those present in uni- 
form should render the military sa- 
lute. When not in uniform, men should 
remove the headdress with the right 
hand, holding it at the left shoulder, 
the hand being over the heart. Men 
without hats should salute in the same 
manner. Aliens should stand at atten- 
tion. Women should salute by placing 
the right hand over the heart. The 
salute to the flag in the moving col- 
umn should be rendered at the mo- 
ment the flag passes. 

“ ‘See. 6. That when the national an- 
them is played and the flag is not dis- 
played, all present should stand and 
face toward the music. Those in uni- 
form should salute at the first note of 
the anthem, retaining this position 
until the last note. All others should 
stand at attention, men removing the 
headdress. When the flag is displayed 
all present should face the flag and 
salute. 

“Sec. 7. That the pledge of allegi- 
ance to the flag, “I pledge allegiance 
to the flag of the United States of 
America and to the Republic for which 
it stands, one Nation indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all,” be ren- 
dered by standing with the right hand 
over the heart. However, civilians will 
always show full respect to the flag 
when the pledge is given by merely 
standing at attention, men removing 
the headdress. Persons in uniform 
shall render the military salute.’ ” 
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Cradle of Liberty -eaeen 


N the corner of Fifth and Chest- 
nut Streets in Philadelphia, in a 
little park called Independence 
Square, stands a famous old red brick 
building that is aptly known as “The 
Cradle of Liberty.” No other building 
in America has occupied so important 
a place in our history, no more mo- 
mentous events are connected with 
our birth as a nation, than those 
which took place in these halls. 
Here on May 10, 1775, the Second 
Continental Congress met. Upon these 
floors John Adams rose that same 
year to propose George Washington 


for Commander-in-Chief of the new- 
ly created Continental Army. Here, on 
July 4, 1776, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was adopted, and from this 
belfry a famous bronze bell rang out 
its immortal message, proclaiming 
liberty throughou. the land and a new 
experiment in democracy to the na- 
tiozs of the earth. 

Our flag of thirteen stars and 
Stripes was adopted by Congress in 
these halls, June 14, 1777. On July 9, 
1778, the Articles of Confederation 
and perpetual union between the 
states were signed here by represen- 


tatives of eight of the original thir- 
teen colonies. Again in May of 1787, 
the Federal Convention met here, 
and on September 17 of that year, 
Governor Morris was the final signer 
of our Constitution, which for 153 
years has served as the foundation 
of American government, a document 
which Gladstone was to refer to as 
“the most wonderful work ever struck 
off at a given time by the brain and 
purpose of man.” 

Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
Adams, Madison, Hamilton—all those 
early men whose names will forever 
be deathless in the nation’s memory 
—walked these halls, climbed these 
same stairs, used these same chairs, 
labored, counselled and worked to- 
gether that a nation might be born, 
and a political edifice upreared on a 
platform of liberty and equal rights 
for all men. The old brick building 
has well earned its affectionate title, 
“The Cradle of Liberty.” The ground 
on which it stands will forever be 
sacred to the heart of every American 
patriot. 

Independence Hall was designed by 
Andrew Hamilton, a Philadelphian 
and a lawyer. It was begun in 1732 as 
the state house for the county of 
Pennsylvania. It was first occupied, 
while still unfinished, by the Assem- 
bly in October, 1736. The building was 
finally completed in 1741, the tower 
added in 1750, and the famous Liberty 
Bell installed in 1753. Thirty-nine 
years from the date of its first occu- 
pancy, May 10, 1775, the Second Con- 
tinental Congress convened. In the 
next few years, Philadelphia was the 
capital of the infant nation, and the 
most momentous events of the suc- 
ceeding twelve years were destined to 
take nlace within these walls. 

Liberty seems dearer now than at 
any time since the days of "76. May 
the spirit of that gallant time be re- 
born in us, that we may guard well 
our priceless heritage.

The Holy Ghost is the third person 
of the Trinity and works in harmony 
with the Father and Son. Each of 
these have had their dispensation. The 
Old Testament records the dispensa- 
tion of the Father; of how God dealt 
with man and how He spoke face to 
face with Moses and gave him the 
law which was written by the finger 
of God. God spoke to Abraham and 
told him to get out of that country 
unto a land that He would show him. 
He also spoke directly to the prophets, 
and they went forth and spoke with 
authority and said, “Thus saith the 
Lord.” At last the Lord began to 
speak to the prophets of another dis- 
pensation, “For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the gov- 
ernment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Wonder- 
ful, Counsellor, the Mighty God, the 
Everlasting Father, the Prince of 
Peace.” Then as these prophecies went 
forth by the mouth of God’s a 
anointed, the people began to loo 
forward to a new dispensation in 
which Israel could be redeemed. But 
there was more to it than just the 
Prince of Peace coming (which was 
Jesus) to set in order His earthly 
kingdom; the prophets told of His suf- 
fering and cruel death, also of His 
resurrection and ascension.

What John Thought About Jesus 


John the Baptist is the first Holy 
Ghost preacher that we read about. It 
seems that he was born for a special 
work, and that special work was to 
be a forerunner of Jesus, therefore, 
he was filled with the Holy Ghost from 
his birth. John not only preached the 
baptism of repentance, but also the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. Matt. 3:11. 
“I indeed baptize you with water un- 
to repentance: but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, whose 


shoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire.” St. John 1:32, 33. “And 
John bear record, saying, I saw the 
Spirit descending from heaven like a 
dove, and it abode upon him. And I 
knew him not: but he that sent me to 
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Eph. 5:18, “But be filled with the Spirit.” 


baptize with water, the same said un- 
to me, Upon whom thou shall see the 
Spirit descending and remaining on 
him, the same is he which baptizeth 
with the Holy Ghost.” John was able 
only to minister unto them “water 
baptism,” but he pointed to Christ, 
the one who baptizeth with the Holy 
Ghost and fire. John’s name, at the 
beginning, was not John the Baptist, 
but when the angel brought Zacharias, 
his father, word that his wife, Eliza- 
beth, should bear a son, the angel said, 
“His name shall be called John,” but 
when he began baptizing in water and 
preaching the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost he was called “John the Bap- 
tist.” 
The Comforter and His Mission 


The dispensation of the Son was 
short, but during this time Jesus 
taught His followers many things, and 
about the time His mission was ful- 
filled, He told them about His going 
away. Their hearts were made heavy 
and no doubt they began to tell Him 
their love for Him, and that they could 
not do without Him. St. John 14:16, 
“And I will pray the Father and he will 
give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you forever.” In other 
words, He will not leave you like I 
have, but will stay with you forever. 
Also verse 26 says, “But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you.” We see by 
this scripture that the Comforter, 
about which He was speaking, was 
the Holy Ghost. St. John 15:26, 27, 
“But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me: And ye also shall bear 
witness because ye have been with me 
from the beginning.” St. John 16:7, 8, 
12, 13, “Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth, It is expedient for you that I 
go away: for if I go not away the 
Comforter will not come unto you; but 
if I depart, I will send him unto you. 
And when he is come he will reprove 
the world of sin and of righteousness, 
and of judgment. I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear that shall he speak: and he 
shall shew you things to come.” 

His Mission in the World 

The Holy Ghost is referred to as a 
teacher. John said that He (the Holy 
Ghost) would “teach us” all things. 1 
John 2:27, “But the anointing which 
ye have received of him abideth in 
you, and ye need not that any man 
teach you: but as the same anointing 
teacheth you of all things, and is 
truth, and is no lie, and even as it 
has taught you, ye shall abide in him.” 
The Holy Ghost is a real teacher. The 





writer here was referring to “false” 
teachers, of which some had denied 
the Lord Jesus Christ and some had 
denied the Father. John said, “He 
that denieth that Jesus is the Christ 
is an antichrist.” Paul said, “We speak 
not in words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth: comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual.” God has anointed men 
with the Holy Ghost and has set them 
in the Church as teachers, and that is 
the Holy Ghost teaching us through 
His anointed. Also we who have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, as the Bible 
teaches it, may be taught directly by 
the Holy Ghost. As Peter prayed on 
the housetop he was permitted to look 
into heaven and saw the vision, and 
while Peter thought on the vision the 
Spirit said unto him, “Arise therefore 
and get thee down, and go with them 
doubting nothing: for I have sent 
them.” We notice here that the Spirit 
spake to him telling him not to doubt. 
Peter was a man filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 

Cornelius was a good man, feared 
God and gave much alms, but was not 
filled with the Holy Ghost. But God 
sent an angel to tell him what to do 
that he might receive the Holy Ghost. 
So Peter went as the Spirit had bidden 
him, and came to the house of Cor- 
nelius. Then Peter opened his mouth 
and said, “Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: But in 
every nation he that feareth him and 
worketh righteousness is accepted 
with him.” He went on and preached 
Jesus unto them and told them how 
God had anointed Jesus with the Holy 
Ghost and with power: who went 
about doing good and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil, for God 
was with him. “While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word.” 

Also the Spirit spoke to Philip, “Go 
near and join thyself to the chariot,” 
and Philip was so impressed by the 
Spirit that he ran to him. He was 
reading a prophecy concerning Jesus, 
and Philip began to teach him about 
Jesus. The Holy Ghost is to “lead men 
in the right path” and in the way of 
truth, and the result was, the eunuch 
believed on Jesus and was baptized. 

Gives Power 


Luke 24:49, “And behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem 
and in all Judea and in Samaria and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 

Yes, Christ Himself needed the Holy 
Ghost. One of the writers stated that 
Jesus returned from Jordan, full of 
the Holy Ghost, and was led by the 
Spirit into the wilderness. And he 
stood the bomb shells of the devil for

healed them.” David is telling us here 
about God’s Word healing. Let us see 
who is the Word. St. John 1:14, “And 
the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, (and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father,) full of grace and truth.” 
John says the Word is the only begot- 
ten of the Father, made flesh and full 
of grace and truth. St. Matt. 3:17, 
“And lo a voice from heaven, saying, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased.” So Jesus, the only 
begotten Son, was made flesh that 
our sick and afflicted bodies might 
be healed. The life, sufferings, and 
death of Jesus opened a channel 
whereby our bodies could get the same 
consideration as our souls. If you do 
not believe what I say, listen at this: 
1 Peter 2:24, “Who his own self bare 
our sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” How can you 
doubt when it is so plain in the Bible? 
O ye of little faith, don’t you believe 
that God answers prayer? If you do, 
just ask in simple faith, believing that 
God is the great I AM and you will be 
healed. 


God is no respecter of persons. He 
will hear you regardless of your age, 
or social standing. You may be rich, 
living sumptuously every day, or so 
poor you can’t buy shoes for your 
children, but God is still on the 
throne. Just meet Him in prayer, con- 
fessing, believing, and He will forgive 
and heal. Shame on Christians for 
not having enough faith to be healed. 


Recorded in chapter 8 of the Gospel 
of St. Luke is a lesson of a woman who 
was sick with an issue of blood for 
twelve years. She didn’t stay at home, 
and try home remedies only but she 
went to the best physicians she could 
find. She spent all her living and in- 
stead of getting better she grew 
worse. Just think! sick for twelve 
years, spent every dime she could get, 
trying to get well, but she was not 
healed. One day she heard about a 
man that was going around opening 
the eyes of the blind, unstopping deaf 
ears, and healing all that came to 
Him in faith. Her faith increased, so 
she purposed in her heart that she 
was going to see this man Jesus, about 
whom she had heard so much. The 
nearer she got to Jesus, the greater 
her faith increased, until she believed 
if she could only touch the border of 
His garment she would be made 
whole. Isn’t that great faith! There 
were so many people around Jesus 
that it looked as if she would be un- 
able to even get close enough to speak 
to Him. But she didn’t stop. She 
pressed her way until finaliy she 
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reached out and touched the hem of 
His garment and immediately her is- 
sue of blood stanched. Jesus knew 
right then that someone had touched 
Him. All denied the charge. Even 
Peter said that with this great throng 
of people any one might have touched 
Him. But Jesus knew that faith had 
touched Him, because He perceived 
that virtue had gone out of His body. 
The woman could hide herself no 
longer, so she came and fell at His 
feet and explained before the people 
how she had been sick so long and 
now after touching His garment, was 
healed. Notice the words of Jesus in 
St. Luke 8:48, “And he said unto her, 
Daughter, be of good comfort: thy 
faith hath made thee whole; go in 
peace.” I am now made to think of 
the words of that old hymn, “’Tis so 
sweet to trust in Jesus; just to prove 
Him o’er and o’er.” If you are sick, 
why not put your trust in Him? He 
will be more than glad to heal you. 

In the seventh chapter of St. Luke, 
a crushed mother followed behind the 
dead body of her only son. She was 
so sad; she would soon see her darling 
boy placed in the cold, cold ground to 
await the resurrection. She had for- 
gotten that the Lord said He was a 
present help in time of trouble. In- 
stead of thinking of the Lord, she was 
carrying her own load. We should not 
do that, but should give God a chance 
to help us. When Jesus met this 
woman on His way to the city, He 
had compassion on her. He said unto 
her, “Weep not.” Then He turned to 
the dead body and said, “Young man, 
I say unto thee, Arise.” Verse 15, “And 
he that was dead sat up, and began 
to speak. And he delivered him to his 
mother.” 

Mothers, have you been praying for 
the spiritual resurrection of your sons 
and daughters? Just believe God and 
He will save. If they are sick in body, 
He will heal them. After the resur- 
rection of this young man, they had 
a revival. The people began to glorify 
God because of His great power. 

In the fourth chapter of St. John, 
a nobleman came to Jesus in behalf 
of his son that was at the point of 
death in Capernaum. Regardless of 
how noble you are, there come times 
you need the help of almighty God, so 
why not live to please Him? Jesus 
told the nobleman, “Except ye see 
Signs and wonders, ye will not be- 
lieve,” so he exercised faith and Jesus 
went home with him. When he met 
his servants, behold, they said, “Thy 
son liveth.” Verses 52:53, “Then en- 
quired he of them the hour when he 
began to amend. And they said unto 
him, Yesterday at the seventh hour 
the fever left him. So the father knew 
that it was at the same hour, in the 
which Jesus said unto him, Thy son 
liveth: and himself believed, and his 
whole house.” Remember, it is God’s 
will to heal all and Jesus Christ is the 
Healer.

In St. Matthew 17, just after Jesus 
came from the mountain where He 
had been transfigured before Peter, 
James, and John, a sad, broken- 
hearted father came kneeling before 
Him and from verse 15 I quote his 
words, “Lord, have mercy on my son: , 
for he is lunatick, and sore vexed: for 
ofttimes he falleth into the fire, and 
oft into the water.” Poor man! his son 
was possessed with a demon that 
would throw him around until his life 
was in danger. Mother and father 
lost sleep at night. They had to al- 
ways be on the watch for fear harm 
would come to their son.

Be- 
loved, if you are sick, why not do as 
this man: look for someone who is 
able to help.

The father in 
our lesson first came to Jesus’ disci- 
ples but they could not cure his son. 
You may say that this case proves 
these miracles were only performed 
by Christ Himself. If you will read 
the book of Acts you will see where 
the disciples did great things after 
the death of Christ, because Jesus 
promised to be with them alway. St. 
Matt. 28:20, “And, lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” Since He went back to the 
Father He has been working through 
the Holy Spirit. 

Only Jesus could help this lunatic. 
He cast the demon out and the boy 
was made whole. After the father had 
gone with his son, the disciples asked 
Jesus why they could not cure the 
young man. The answer was, “Be- 
cause of your unbelief.” How can we 
receive faith to cast out demons? St. 
Matt. 17:21, “Howbeit this kind goeth 
not out but by prayer and fasting.” 
That is what we are doing, fasting 
and praying that God will perform 
miracles and work with signs and 
wonders.

I quote the words of Jesus 
in St. Mark 2:19, 20, “And Jesus said 
unto them, Can the children of the 
bridechamber fast while the bride- 
groom is with them? as long as they 
have the bridegroom with them, they 
cannot fast. But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be taken 
away from them, and then shall they 
fast in those days.” God wants us to

I wonder if they 
would give Him the same answer they 
do their churches today. Would that 
famous preacher tell the Lord the 
same thing he is telling the world— 
that divine healing was to get the 
early Church started and that we 
‘don’t need it today for the Church is 
established? With all the excuses we 
could all give, we still have the books 
of the Bible which will stand against 
us. I can see Christ open the Word 
of God and read to us Matt. 28:20, 
“Observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” He no doubt would repeat 
those famous words, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
all creatures.” Divine healing is part 
of the gospel and is one of the things 
He commanded us to do. The 16th 
chapter of Mark says, “These signs 
shall follow them that believe.” You 
know them. One of them is this, “They 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover.” 

Beloved, this is the Word of God 
and we must accept it as well as feet 
washing and the rest we stand so 
strongly on. Here are a few scriptures 
that will remind us what Christ 
taught and did when He was on earth. 
If He taught this, then we are to fol- 
low in His footsteps. Acts 10:38. 
Wherever Jesus went He both taught 
and healed. If the Lord taught and 
healed, then we today are to do both 
wherever we go. 

Let us cail your attention to Mark 
6:12,13, “And they went out, and 
preached that men should repent. 
And they cast out many devils, and 
anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and healed them.” This is when 
Christ sent out the twelve two by 
two and they preached and healed the 
sick. Then we should do the same to- 
day. Aren’t we all called by God? 
Maybe we are like King Asa was when 
he got into trouble—he called on God 
to deliver nim, but when he was dis- 
eased in his feet he called not on God 
but man (the doctor) and he died 
and was buried. Are you like that to- 
day, preacher? I have seen many who 
were. May God help us. You may say, 
“Preacher, you had better not preach 
healing so strongly for all you pray 
for don’t get healed.” Neither do all 
the sinners I preach to get saved. 
Well, why heal them, anyway, they 
will get sick again and die? sometime, 
anyway. Well, every one Christ healed 
got sick again and died also. Then 
what is healing for mostly, anyway? 
It is to strengthen our faith in God, 


also to prove to the unbelievers and. 


the sinners that our God is the true 
and living God. Glory to God! Why 
did Christ let Lazarus die before He 
came? It was to strengthen their 
faith and ours today also. We have 
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more faith in His power and His res- 
urreciing power at His second coming. 
Bless His holy name! Divine healing 
will draw a crowd and give the 
preacher a larger group of sinners tou 
whom to preach the gospel. Peter and 
John went up to the temple to pray 
and by the gate sat a crippled beggar. 
You know the story, how he was 
healed. Well, it drew a crowd. Peter 
saw a chance to preach the gospel. 
Hundreds were saved. There is a 
preacher in Oklahoma, not a Church 
of God preacher either, who is con- 
sidered a poor preacher, but yet he 
draws overflowing crowds. Why? Be- 
cause in his revivals he preaches 
divine healing and has results. I be- 
lieve we should have a healing service 
after the song service every night in 
a revival. I believe we would have 
larger crowds and many more con- 
verts, don’t you? Sure, all you pray 
for won’t get healed. When Chrisi 
healed the man at the pool, were 
there any others there healed? Didn’t 
He tell the man this, “Sin no more 
lest a worse thing come upon you”? 
I can’t find a place in the Bible where 
we are promised to be healed unless 
we confess our sins and faults and sin 
no more. We are also commanded to 
obey God. Remember what James said 
about it. We must not refuse to walk 
in the light as it shines on us. 

Let us have the faith as little Sigrid 
of Norway. I will give you her testi- 
mony as she told it herself. Sigrid was 
seven, going to school in Norway, 
Oslo the city. Coming down the steps 
one day she was pushed down. A few 
days later she was in bed and par- 
alyzed on one side from the bruise 
on her hip. Her hair came out on that 


side. Her leg stopped growing on that 
side. She, like the woman with the 
issue of blood, spent much for relief 
from.man but got worse. She was 
given up to die. Sand bags were put to 
her leg to keep it straight. One day 
she was reading in Isaiah 53. She 
called her mother and said, “Jesus 
bore our pain and sickness as well as 
our sins.” Brother, how true that is. 
Let us tell the world that too. Then 
she asked her mother, “Do I still need 
to be sick?” A few days later she read 
in Matthew 9 where Christ healed 
every sickness and every disease. She 
called her mother again and said, “Is 
Jesus the same today as when He was 
on earth?” Her mother replied, “He 
will come in His own time.” She 
thought her mother said that He will 
come when He has time. She thought 
He was busy and would come and 
heal her when He had time. She had 
her dress hung on the bed so when 
He came she could get up and dress. 
One day while alone in bed a light 
shined in the room and a voice said, 
“Sigrid, you are healed; get up.” She 
replied, “But these bags are to my 
leg.” At once they fell off. She got up 
and dressed and looked. Both legs 
were the same size. She had not 
walked in about three years. Her 
mother and Sigrid walked two miles 
to show the doctor what the Lord had 
done. Doctors all around came and 
saw her. Later she became a mission- 
ary to China, after attending Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago. She got a 
furlough to go home to Oslo, Norway. 
There she met Miss Malla Moe, wide- 
ly-known missionary to Africa, also 
from Norway. Miss Malla Moe was 
crippled. Miss Moe told her she wished 
she had the faith that a little girl she 
read about while she was in Africa. 
The girl’s name was Sigrid Berg. 
Sigrid said, “I am that person, only 
now I am Mrs. Sigrid Vatsas, better 
known as the missionary Mrs. K. 
Vatsas. Two years later Miss Moe was 
healed and today is in Africa again.

Text, St. John 12:32, “And I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw 
all men unto me.”

And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Make thee a fiery 
serpent, and set it upon a pole: and 
it shall come to pass, that every one 
that is bitten, when he looketh upon 
it, shall live. And Moses made a ser- 
pent of brass, and put it upon a pole, 
and it came to pass, that if a serpent 
had bitten any man, when he beheld 
the serpent of brass, he lived.” 

In the 3rd chapter of John, when 
Nicodemus came to Jesus by night in- 
quiring the way of life, Jesus quoted 
to him the 14th verse, “As Moses lifted 
up the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be lifted up, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish but have everlast- 
ing life.” 

The serpent lifted up on a pole was 
a type of Christ being lifted up on 
Calvary’s cross. Good Friday com- 
memorates when Christ was crucified 
for your sins and mine and for the 
whole world. Have you been bitten by 
the fiery serpent? Many have been 
bitten and do not realize it. There is 
the bite of jealousy, that green-eyed 
monster; the bite of envy; the bite of 
criticism; the bite of hatred, and 
many, many others. John said, “Be- 
hold the lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world,” John 1:29.

GIRL DELINQUENTS 
BIG WAR PROBLEM 


Teen-Age ‘Khaki-Wackies’ Called 
National Menace 


(From The Chattanooga Times 
May 30, 1943) 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP) — 
They’re getting into a peck of trouble. 
The kid who plays hookey from 
school ... the khaki-wacky girl, kiss- 
ing the soldier in the doorway ... the 
droves of youngsters who roam the 
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streets and haunt the movies, taverns 
and other amusement places. 

J. Edgar Hoover, FBI chief, says it’s 
a problem that is approaching a “na- 
tional scandal.” 

The U. S. Children’s Bureau says it’s 
a problem that has aroused more wide- 
spread “interest, concern, confusion 
and uncertainty” than any other home 
front subject. 

Schools, churches, courts and social 
agencies throughout the nation are 
worried, trying to do something about 
it. But the problem, accelerated by the 
war... unrest, emotional upsets, mal- 
adjustments in living and social condi- 








tions .. . continues to grow. 

The waywardness of the young al- 
ways has been a public concern with 
the rising tides of war but this time 
it’s different, officials declare. 

Inadequate Home Life 

Problems are intensified in degree 
and in number, according to the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, because of “exagger- 
ated demands upon parents that ren- 
der them less able than usual to pro- 
vide the things needed for adequate 
home life for their children.” 

It’s the child with time on his hands 
and no one to supervise his idle hours 
who is considered most likely to get 
into trouble. 

Now parents are separated from 
their children for long periods because 
of long working hours, irregular shifts 
of work and shortcomings of trans- 
portation facilities. The cause most 
often cited for delinquency is the 
working mother, on the ground that 
the first responsibility for child be- 
havior lies with parents. 

The Children’s Bureau says: 

“The child needs an adult to spend 
some time with him. It’s fairly easy 
for parents to see the physical needs 
of the two-year-old; not so easy to see 
the equally important mental needs 
of the child who can take care of him- 
self. All children need someone to be 
interested in them.” 

And Frank X. Reller, St. Louis pro- 
bation officer, comments: 

“Parents are building a wave of 
gangsterism after the war for a few 
paltry dollars now.” 

Urges Legislation 

If parents won’t keep up homes, 
there isn’t much that can be done to 
ease the situation, Reller says. He ad- 
vocates, aS a war measure reaching to 
the base of the delinquency problem, 
“legislation making it compulsory for 
women whose husbands have adequate 
income and whose children are under 
17 years to remain in their homes and 
care for their children.” 

In almost every instance the increase 
in delinquency of girls has been at- 
tributed to the lure of the uniform. 
Some of the girls have been returned 
runaways who followed the boys to the 
camps, others have been sex-violators 
—‘‘pick-ups.” 

“It has become increasingly obvious 
that more girls under 16 are becoming 
delinquent because of the glamor and 
glitter associated with the preparation 
for war,” Children’s Bureau officials 
report. 

They say a “false conception of pa- 
triotism” among teen-age girls seems 
to be the general basis for promiscuity 
with men in uniform. 

In some communities these girls are 
called “victory girls,” in others they 
are called ‘“khaki-wackies.” Some of 
them are but 11 and 12 years of age. 

In some cities policewomen patrol 
spots where teen-age girls hang out 
to “pick up” service men. In other 
places, committees consisting of wom- 
en’s club leaders, educators and other 
civic leaders are working out programs 
to give adolescent girls more partici- 
pation in war activities, on the theory 
that the girls are restless because they 
have nothing to do directly tied in 
with the war.

The demands of this all-out global 
war is making the situation more 
critical every hour. While in New 
York and Washington last week, I 
learned that restrictions on traveling 
are becoming more and more severe. 
Our people in the Eastern States, bor- 
dering the Atlantic, are careful that 
when the wheels of their cars turn 
over, they are on strict business for 
the Church. I am informed in Chat- 
tanooga that from 150 to 200 persons 
are daily standing in the coaches of 
the trains unable to get seats. One 
lady returning from Cleveland to her 
home in the North was forced to 
stand for fourteen hours without a 
seat. I am assured that in Virginia 
people are forced to wait from two to 
three days at the time, hoping to make 
connections but constantly being re- 
fused passage because of the over- 
crowded conditions on the trains and 
buses. 

In a previous announcement we 
stated that in accordance with the 
General Assembly ruling, the Twelve 
Councilors with the General Officials 
decided that we should have a minis- 
terial Assembly which would be for 
active ministers, bishops and evan- 
gelists only. We are very sorry that it 
is not possible for us to have a Gen- 
eral Assembly where all our people 
who desire to come may attend. 
Frankly, I believe that there would be 
15,000 present this year if it were not 
for the restrictions. We are hopeful 
that by another year conditions will 
be much better and we can have such 
an Assembly. Under the present con- 
ditions, however, it is very necessary 
that we have this limited Assembly. 

Our facilities in Sevierville will ac- 


commodate approximately 1,200 peo- 
ple. In order that all may be properly 
served, we are issuing tickets for 
rooms, meals, and seats in the audi- 
torium. All these must be secured 
through the Entertainment Commit- 
tee. The Committee will solicit all 
rooms in Sevierville, Gatlinburg, and 
in tourist camps. Since the housing 
Situation is so acute, we insist that 
no minister be permitted to bring his 
wife or any other member of his fam- 
ily unless those members are licensed 
evangelists. 

The dormitory will offer limited. ac- 
commodations, which will be offered 
to the bishops, since they will be ex- 
pected to come to the Bishops’ Coun- 
cil prior to the Assembly. Those per- 
mitted to stay in the dormitory will 
furnish their own bed linens. 

Your Committee earnestly pleads 
for your sincere cooperation and as- 
sures you that they are giving their 
careful and prayerful consideration 
to these matters during these unusual 
times.

individual person killed. When you 
think of the teeming millions that 
have been slain in battle during this 
war, you can catch a faint idea of the 
tremendous and outrageous cost of 
the price of the victory. 

We find ourselves, therefore, sur- 
rounded completely by law. Even our 
freedoms, our liberties, our victories 
are in the course of law. One is like- 
ly to become discouraged at the stu- 
pendous price of victory as reflected 
in the loss of the lives of our boys, the 
cream of our nation; in the loss of the 
homes destroyed, lives blighted, prop- 
erties consumed, hopes of tomorrow 
shattered. But these are only the cost 
incident to what men believe to be a 
freedom from tyranny; freedom from 
fear and want; and freedom from the 
oppressor’s hand, who is attempting to 
take from us the opportunity to wor- 
ship God. 

If you ask whether or not the Revo- 
lution was worth what it cost, you are 
cited to the fact of this great and out- 
standing nation that is taking a big 
brother’s part with the smalier op- 
pressed nations. When one is faced 
with the fact that unless the price is 
paid, the liberties of speech; the priv- 
ileges of a free people; and most of all, 
the opportunities to read God’s Word, 
pray, and worship God according to 
the dictates of our consciences, are to 
be lost—then what would there be 
left? If we disregard the laws of heat, 
we burn our hands. If we disregard the 
laws of gravitation, we tumble down 
bruised and crippled. If men or na- 
tions disobey God’s laws, they likewise 
will ultimately suffer. As the bird 
understands the laws of nature, the 
air, the wind, and gravitation, and 
beautifully glides along on his way, 
let us ever continue to learn and un- 
derstand God’s law concerning our 
lives and our destiny as individuals 
and as a nation, thus enjoying the 
liberties of the children of Ged, 
taking the great forces of God which 
He has placed at our disposal, and us- 
ing them to the divine end that we 
as individuals may enjoy the liberty, 
freedom, and independence to the 
glory of God and that our nation may 
be found blessed at His return. 

Ministers, remember Luke 4:18, “He 
hath sent me to set at liberty them 
that are bruised.” Men are bruised in 
sin and bondage, behind prison doors. 
It is our duty to conquer the tyrant 
through the divine procedure that 
men may stand fast in the liberties 
of God.

He told His 
followers to go to Jerusalem and 
tarry—stay there till the Holy Ghost 
came—and they stayed until they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Jesus had ascended to the Father, and 
Peter said, “He has shed forth this 
which ye now see and hear.” 

The Scripture tells us that many 
signs and wonders were done by the 
apostles, and “fear” came upon every 
soul. The mighty working power of 
the Holy Ghost will cause people to 
fear. Peter rebuked Ananias for lying 
to the Holy Ghost and Ananias fell 
dead, also his wife met death the same 
way.
